Book prices to skyrockef

In an attempt to recover losses 
and avoid further debt, the Uni- 
versity has sold its SUB bookstore 
to a private company. 

The Canadian book company 
Cooles Publishers Ltd. purchased 
the bookstore in a deal worked out 
last week with University presi- 
dent Paul Davenport, who was re- 
portedly eager to get the money 
loser off his hands. 

“This administration has been 
plagued with problems that I just 
don’t know whatto do about,” said 
Davenport. “This I can do some- 
thing about, even though I'll be 
gone in a couple of months.” Dav- 
enport refused to comment further 
on the matter. 

Students’ Union president 
Terence Filewych said the execu- 
tive was surprised by the move, 
and upset that they were not con- 
sulted. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that students will be hurt by the 
privatization. I have heard prices 
will double and many books will 
not be available. Students will have 
to find their own sources for books 
in smaller classes,” said Filewych, 
in a surprising criticism of Univer- 
sity administration. 

Cooles representatives said 
Wednesday they are eager tobegin 
preparations for the new store, 
which will be decorated with fluo- 
rescent signs and neon lights. 

“By using modern retailing tech- 
niques we believe we can increase 
the profitability of the bookstore 
operations,” said Cooles regional 
marketing director Filbert Foolery. 
The bookstore revamping willbe- 
gin immediately, as the bookstore 
is currently closed for inventory. 

Foolery said students will not be 
affected by the change in owner- 
ship. 

“We will do our best to maxi- 
mize the impact on students. We 
do not intend to diminish services

Anarchy comes from the greek, 
fomthe prefixan, indicating “with- 
out,” and the word archon, mean- 
ing“aruler.” Democracy also comes 
fom the greek; demos translates 
into “the people,” and kratia, “au- 
thority.” 

When the people have the au- 
thority, they are without a ruler. 
That seems logical. 

In other words, democracy re- 
quires anarchy in order to exist. 

There is one main ingredient 
weeded if you are going to be mak- 
ing decisions “without a ruler:” 
Youneed a forum of free and open 
debate, the “public arena” 
Chomsky was refering to. If the 
debateis accessible to all those with 
lake in the solution to the prob- 
em being debated, and if there is 
no exterior control over this de- 
bate, and if the people are allowed 
to vote for whichever solution 
seems to be the most rational, then 
youhave a democracy. If not, you 
don't. Plain and simple. 

Ifone is allowed free access to 
debate at public demonstrations, 
then one can call bullshit when, for 
example, labour organizers tell the 
crowd that “the cuts areinevitable.” 
The organizers will tell you that 
they must have complete control 
ofthe debate because if they were 
toallow any old protester to goup 
and give their two cents, the crowd 
might get bored, or even worse, 
themike may fall into the hands of 
arabid tight-winger. 

Thesearguments don’t hold any 
Water. Most of the speakers at the 
demonstrations I’ve been to are as

boring as hell, but with the “speak- 
ers list” organizing method, you 
can’t do anything about it. In the 
“open mike” system, the crowd 
has the power of their boos, hisses 
and snores to recall any snoozer. 
And if some Alberta Report read- 
ing, tie-wearing neo-fascist conser- 
vative gets to speak, good. Let the 
right cut its own throat. 

Another non-democratic institu- 
tion is the Gateway. I’m not talking

the policy of article writers not be- 
ing able to respond to critical re- 
sponses. This tendency is found in 
most “objective” newspapers, but 
notin many not-for-profit publica- 
tions, including many campus 
newspapers. The rationale for not 
allowing a response is that the ar- 
gument will “drag on,” and that 
the article writer will use their in- 
fluence to gain the upper hand and 
dominate the debate. 

The problem with this philoso- 
phy is that debate is the only way 
for two people who hold opposing 
points of view to learn from each 
other. Sometimes the real meat of 
the topic is five or six letters down

the line, and the initial article just 
scratches the surface. If the article 
writer has the power to dominate 
the debate, then the obvious solu- 
tion is to divide the space to argue 
more fairly, and not fuck around 
with the debate itself. 

When you get into communities 
larger thana group of protesters or 
a newspaper, the dynamics change 
but the principals remain the same. 
On a global scale, if one were to 
insure the population had access 
to print (and/or internet) in order 
to form common interest groups 
freely, and then give access to the 
electronic media (TV, mainly) ac- 
cording to the size of the common 
interest group, you would then 
have the makings of global democ- 
racy.

ited an emotion he does not like—anger. 
Union, he says, doesn’t know enough about 
protesting the government for change, but 
they do know how to write and do biting 
satirical comedy.

The movie is a faithful adaptation of the 
original play, which dealt with the friend- 
ship of David, a former actor turned waiter, 
and Candy, a romantic optimist book re- 
viewer, as they searched for true love in the 
modern landscape of AIDS, concrete, and 
sexual ambiguity. Their story takes a deadly

WHAT A YEAR 


Few could have scripted the miracle

The dream season. 

There’s no other way to describe 
the University of Alberta Golden 
Bears basketball teams’ run to the 
CIAU National Championship in 
1993-94. It wasa season thatstill has 
the Bears players and coaches pinch- 
ing themselves to make sure it actu- 
ally happened. 

“If somebody would’ve come to 
me in September and said ‘Don 
write a script for this year—what 


you would like to happen to your f 


team and you. Just write, dream 
your dreams and write.’ I couldn’t 
possibly have written the script that 
we played out,” said CIAU Coach 
of the Year Don Horwood. 

The dream came true and the 
Bears have the trophy and the big 
red CIAU championship banner to 
proveit. Though the story climaxed 
in Halifax on March 20 with a 73-66 
victory over the McMaster 
Mauraders, it began more than a 
year ago. 

The Bears’ 1992-93 season ended 
with a Canada West semi-final se- 
ries loss to the Saskatchewan Hus- 
kies. It was the last game for four of 
the starting Bears. Rick Stanley, 
Mike Frisby, Danny Van Hooren 
and Sean Foote were all were promi- 
nent names in the program and all 
played their last games in a Green 
and Gold uniform. Though it was a 


time of sadness, it was also time to 


think of a new era. 

“After we lost the semi-final to 
Saskatchewan people are usually 
downand disappointed,” explained 
Horwood. “We were about a half 
an hour out of Saskatoon and I re- 
member Murray Cunningham com- 
ing up to me and sitting beside me 
and just chatting. He said ‘Coach, I 
can’t wait for next year, I’m ready 
to go right now.’ Then about 20 
minutes later Greg De Vries came 
up and said almost word-for-word 
what Murray said. That was the 
first sign to me that these guys were 
relieved that this was going to be 
their team now.” 


Cunningham and De Vries were 
only two of the anxious Bears to 
show up to training camp in Sep- 
tember. Though the team lost four 
starters, there were plenty of poten- 
tial replacements. Clayton 
Pottinger, Scott Karaim, Greg Bad- 
ger, Scott Martell, De Vries and 
Cunningham were all waiting for 
their turn to take the main stage. 
With that core and many more to 
back them up they began the pre- 
season on a roll. 

They thrashed three perennial

national contenders in Brock, 
Laurentian, and most importantly 
Brandon. The first loss of the pre- 
season came after eight straight 
wins, when Brandon captured the 
Golden Bear Invitational crown in 
early November to end the pre-sea- 
son. 

Finishing the pre-season 8-1 
means little if you can’t carry the 
momentum into the regular season 
and that’s what the Bears were fac- 
ing when they travelled to Calgary 
to start the Canada West season. 

“The first weekend [of Canada 
West] I went down there thinking 
that we had a great pre-season but 
if we lose these two games in 
Calgary ‘poof,’ it’s all disappeared. 
We won the first night fairly easily 
and should’ve won the second night 
easily,” said Horwood of the Bears’ 
89-74 and 75-72 wins. “I came out of 
there thinking “Heh, there is some- 
thing happening here, these guys 
are pretty good.’ They were able to 
win the close ones, they were able 
to play in the opponents’ gym, they 
didn’t seem to get too uptight in 
games. Little things, but signals that 
showed that there was something 
there.” 

The little signals turned into big 
signs as the Bears won their first 
seven league games and were 
ranked number one in the nation. 
They ended up finishing the season 
with an 18-2 record, with the only 


two blemishes coming at the hands 
of Saskatchewan and the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia 
Thunderbirds. 

It was an amazing regular sea- 
son. It was even more amazing 
when you consider that they didn’t 
have a single player in the league’s 


top five scoring or a dominant big 
man. But they had something more 
important than star players. 

“T think they [the players] be- 
lieved from the beginning of the 
year that they were going to be a 
national contender—I really think 
they thought that in their own 
minds. But each step along the way 
that thought gets cemented,” said 
Horwood. “ As the season went on 
they just kept feeling confident and 
feeling that they couldn’t lose. And 
I mean, that certainly does a lot of 
things to help you be successful.” 

Once again the regular season 
would mean little if the Bears 
couldn’t turn that into a berth in the 
national final. Todothat they would 
have to get past their first round 
playoff opponents—the Calgary 
Dinosaurs. 

After a season of highs, the low 
came in the first game of the play- 
offs when the Bears lost 81-74 to 
their southern rivals. 

“The first loss in playoffs to 
Calgary, that was devastating to 
me and I’m sure it was to the play- 
ers,” said Horwood. “Once we lost 
that ball game, one more loss and 
we're done for the year. It was an 
extremely tough, emotional week- 
end for me.” 

Showing the character and tenac- 
ity that would make them champi- 
ons, the Bears rebounded to win the 
next two games and move onto the 
Canada West final. The Bears had 
not been to the big show in Halifax 
since 1989-90 and only the UBC 
Thunderbirds stood in their way. 
Alberta overcame the final obstacle 
to finally get their shot at all the 
glory. 

The national tournament started 
off with the game of the season. 
Playing against the hometown Saint 
Mary’s Huskies the Bears were 
pushed to the edge. It took a lay-up 
from De Vries with four seconds

J. LORNE BRAITHWAITE 

J. Lorne Braithwaite was born in 
Dewberry, Alberta where he at- 
tended high school prior to earning 
a B Comm from this university in 
1963.
